San Antonio, Tex., Aug. 11.—Gen. Frederick Funston has sent 
a report to Washington on the border troubles indicating that the 


organizers are enticing Mexicans 


under the “ Plan of San Diego” 


which calls for the death of every American male over the age of 16 
in Texas along the Rio Grande, New Mexico, Colorado, Arizona, and 


California. 


This would be followed by the seizure of these states and the 
establishment of a republic for Mexicans, negroes, Japanese, and 
Chinese. The seizure of the Rio Grande valley country, once a part 


of Mexico, was to be the first step. 


For the last two years dissatisfied Texas Mexicans and refugees 
from across the border have been spreading the principles of the 
plan. Lodges have been established in various communities peopled 


by Mexicans. 


Information given to Gen. Funston is that normal conditions 
will not be restored in the valley and the rebellion quelled until 
enough troops are distributed to form a sufficient guard for every 
village along the Rio Grande border of Texas.

Such was the ultimatum delivered to 
the United States and to the six Latin- 
American powers today by Carranza’s 
Washington agent, Eliseo Arredondo. 

In a communication addressed to Sec- 
retary of State Lansing Carranza makes 
it plain that he will not tolerate inter- 
ference by this government or the Latin- 
American republics in the affairs of 
Mexico. 

CARRANZA GIVES UP HOPE. 
The communication was sent, it is be- 
lieved by officials here, only because Car- 
ranza has been brought to the realization 
at last that the United States does not 
intend to recognize him or his faction. 
When the pan-American conference on 
Mexico was called Carranza's agents in 
Washington exerted pressure on the va- 
rious Latin-American diplomats to per- 
suade them to urge the United States to 
recognize Carranza. Although several 
of these diplomats favored such a course 
and actually recommended it, they soon 
became convinced that Carranza could 
not be chosen. 

In addition to his letter to Secretary 
Lansing he has sent communications to 
Argentina, Brazil, and Chile. In bis let- 
ter to the president of Argentina Carran- 
za is unofficially reported to have said: 

“ Argentina has made herself an ac- 
complice in a crime against our race 
which possibly may help to bring ou war 
between two American nations.” 


ARMY AND NAVY READY. 
Both the United States army and 
navy are being whipped into shape for 
action in Mexico, which now seems al- 
most inevitable, unless by some mir- 
acle Carranza is brought to terms. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels ad- 
mitted that the Fourth division of the 
Atlantic fleet has been ordered to 
southern waters. He declined to say 
what “southern waters” meant, but 
it is generally known that the battle- 
ships will proceed to Vera Cruz under 
forced draught. 

The battleships Louisiana and New 
Hampshire got away from Newport 
last night.

Then came the walls of the town and 
fortresses itself—earthen walls with an- 
tiquated earthworks. In the suburbs 
there seems no end to the long streams of 
refugees coming out by the same roads 
along which the German troops are 
marching into the town. Along the sides 
of the road thous&mds of people stand 
watching the entrance of the German 
troops. 

“Then we go through the old gate into 
old Warsaw itself.

ILLINOIS MANUFACTURERS 
GIVE PRAISE TO PRESIDENT. 


In Letter to Lansing They Applaud 
His Stand on Rights of Neutral 
War Trade. . 


A letter praising President Wilson's 
stand for the rights of neutral trade in 
the European controversy, was sent to 
Secretary of State Lansing yesterday by 
S. M. Hastings, president of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association. It expresses 
the following views as representgtive of 
the manufacturers of the middle west: 

“The interference by certain of the 
belligerent nations in the overseas non- 
contraband commerce of the United 
States in violation of the rules of inter- 
national law, is seriously disturbing and 
injuring American business and working 
hardship against both our manufacturers 
and their wage earners. 

The detention of vessels sailing to and 
from neutral countries is unnecessarily 
long and unless expedited will render im- 
possible business relations with those 
countries for the reason that freight 
rates are forced to prohibitive figures. 

The stand taken by the president in 
insisting that the law of nations concern- 
ing noncontraband commerce and the 
commerce of neutral nations be complied 
with, meets with the concurrence of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association. The 
president may rely upon the hearty sup- 
port of this association in any step that 
he may see fit to take to put an end toa 
situation which is contrary to interna- 
tional law and is disturbing to the rights 
of neutral trade.”’

communication issued by the admiralty.

GERMANS TAKE 
MAIN RAIL LINE 
FROM RUSSIANS 
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‘Warsaw-Petrogra Road Cut 


Jon Hindenburg to Lead 
Riga Campaign. 


LONDON, Aug. 11 — The German 
armies, which steadily have hammered 
the Russians back from their fortified 
lines along the Narew river, at last have 
reached the Warsaw-Petrograd railroad, 
fifty-two miles northeast of Warsaw. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg has 
taken charge of the German operations 
against Riga, the great Russian seaport 
on the Baltic, and has repulsed strong 
Russian attacke on the Miteu-Riga road, 
according to the German official state- 
ment issued today. 

These are the principal developmen 

in the Poland campaign. The capture of 
a junction southeast of Ostrov on the 
Wareaw-Petrograéd railway meane that 
the Germans have cut one of the chief 
avenues of retreat of the Russians from 
Warsaw. ; \ 


German Success Too Late? 

It Is regarded doubtful if the Germans 
have attained this success in time to cut 
off uny considerable body of Russian 
tronps, as most of Grand Duke Nicholas’ 
forces in that region already have crossed 
the railroad in their retreat toward the 
east. ' 
The announcement that Von Hinden- 
burg has taken command of the Ger- 
man operations in the north is construed 
to mean that the Teutons will renew their 
efforts to capture Riga and prosecute 
their great enveloping movement, which 
is designed to outfieank Vilna and the 
northern end of the great Russian sec- 
ondary line of defenses, on which the 
Muscovites now are falling back through- 
out Poland. In this region Petrograd to- 
night reported the Germans have been 
driven back. 


Germans Hammer at Kovno. 

As a part of this operation the Germans 
are pressing closer to the Russian for- 
tress of Kovno, which they are attacking 
with guns of all caliber, including the 
famous sixteen inch cannon, which no for- 
tification hitherto has been able to with- 
stand. This is regarded as one of the 
chief danger points in the Russian line. 
The German Baltic fleet has occupied the 
Russian port of Libau, says the Daily 
Mail’s correspondent at Copenhagen, and 
is repairing the harbor and fortifying the 
town. 

A Reuter dispatch from Petrograd says 
civilians are evacuating Dvinsk, the im- 


Riga on the Petrograd-Warsaw line. The 
government institutions are preparing to 
leave. 


Russians Retiring Farther South. 
In central Poland, Berlin reports, the 
Russians are in full retreat on the 
whole line from Lomza to Nowo Geor- 
gievsk, east of which the Germans have 
captured an outlying fort. East of War- 
saw the Germans are continuing to follow 
the retreating Russiana, and have ad- 
vanced to within twenty miles of Siedice, 
the chief railroad junction between War- 
saw and Brest-Litovsk, the great base at 
the center of the Russian secondary line 
of defense. 

On the southern front the Austro-Ger- 
mans also are attacking and driving the 
Russians back slowly.

Half for Rifle Practice and Field 
Service — Garrison Apportions 
Money Among States. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Four million dol- 
lars, this year’s federal appropriation to 
aid the organized militia, was apportioned 
today by Secretary Garrison.

RULE BELGIUM, 
PEACE DEMAND 


German Trade Chiefs Re- 
ported to Have Sent 
Note to Hollweg. 


PARIS, Aug. 11.—What purports to be 
the text of a confidential memorandum 
sent to the imperial German chancellor, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg on May 20 by 
representatives of German manufactur- 
ing and agricultural associations is pub- 
lished by the Temps. 

The memorandum, according to the 
newspaper, covers financial, territorial, 
industrial, and military concessions to be 
demanded of the entente allies as Ger- 
many's terms for peace and to insure the 
development of a greater Germany. 

Seek Greater Germany. 

The memorandum, after calling for 
peace terms which would insure the de- 
velopment of greater Germany and 
“* guarantee an amelioration of the bases 
of the German empire,“ says: : 

A peace which has not these results 
will render new struggles inevitable at 


less favorable for Germany.” 

Referring to Belgium, it says: 

“ Because it is necessary to assure our 
credit on the sea and the future military 
and economic situation with respect to 
England, because Belgian territory, 80 
economically important, is closely linked 
with our principal industrial territory, 
Belgium should be, from a monetary, 
financial, and postal viewpoint, subject to 
the legislation of the empire. Its rail- 
roads and waterways should be most 
closely linked with our communications.” 

Signed by Leading Men. 

The memorandum is signed by the fol-

Efficient Control of Trade. and 
Industries Overcomes 


Hardships. 


: BY HENRY J. REILLY.

BERLIN, July 18.—Since the beginning 
of the war German economic life has had 
to support the burdens which war inevita- 
bly brings. 

What has been harder than this has been 
the internal readjustment of her trade and 
industry necessitated by the fact that the 
blockade largely prevents the export of 
her manufactured goods and products and 
the import of the raw material needed for 
manufacturing goods consumed but not 
produced in Germany. 

While all plans for the war from the mil- 
itary point of view had been completed 
down to the last detail prior to the com- 
mencement of the war, this was not true 

as to the industrial and trade conditions. 


On the whole, it was not considered that 


such special organization would be neces- 
eary to meet war conditions. 


“War Association” Is Formed. 

However, within the first few days it 
was seen that an organization would be 
needed. To bring this about a meeting 
was held on Aug. 10, 1914, and the War 
Association of German Industry” was 
formed. Two great rival associations 
joined together to make a central war one 
They were the “Central Verband 
Deutscher Industrie,“ which has always 
stood primarily for low tariffs, if not free 
trade, because composed of manufactur- 
ers who use imported raw material, and 
the Bund der Industriellen,“ composed 
of those who benefit by tariffs. ; 

They have been rivals since 1878, but on 
Aug. 10 they decided that during the war 
there would be no further rivalry and that 
all their powers would be put at the dis- 
poeal of the central organization, the War 
Association of German Industry. 

This association has at its head a cen- 
trai committee, belonging to which are 
two representatives of the government. 
The work of the organization may be 
summed up under the headings, equitable 
distribution of the work to de done, the 
obtaining and equitable distribution of la- 
bor, and the obtaining and equitable dis- 
tribution of raw material; in other words, 
it became an industrial general staff for 
the whole of Germany. 


Allot Orders to Factories. 

The question of primary importance was 
to insure a sufficient production of all war 
material needed by the government. In 
peace time certain factories had always 
received the orders for war material. The 


Sapa city of these factories, however, was 


ent to meet wardemands. The 
tee, therefore, distributed war or- 


\ ders in such a way as to open up those fac- 


tories which were closed down and which 
were able to adjust themselves to the man- 
ufacture of war material. The same prin- 
ciple of equalization governs in the distri- 
bution of workers. 

In some industries, such as the potash 
one, there were too many laborers; in oth- 
ers, such as the coal mines, there were not 
enough. Through codperation with the 
military authorities it has been decided 
from time to time in what industries the 
Workers could be spared for mobilization. 

As time went on and more and more men 
had te be mobilized, thus taking many of 
the younger skilled workers, the loss was 


made good by substituting for them older 


agriceitural workers not yet mobilized, 
men too young for service, and women 
Also where it has been found absolutely 
necessary skilled workers have been ex- 
cused from military service. Finally large 
numbers of prisoners of war have been 
employed in various factories other than 
ammunition ones.

We profess not to 
be afraid of serving in the army of the United 
States if an army were needed, but we are afraid 
of fitting ourselves to be of any value to an army 
if it were needed. | 

We profess not to be afraid of military service. 
Admittedly we are afraid to be worth anything 
in military service. The very men who would 
volunteer when they were needed would start away 
with alarm from the proposal that they make 
themselves worth while against the day of need. 

We have the ancient fear of despotism which 
puts unwilling subjects into uniform and uses them 
for purposes which have no meaning in their lives. 
We have been unable to consider democracy which 
asks only that its citizens be prepared for emer ' 
gencies which mean everything in their lives. 

We think of an army as the instrument of 
crown. We fail to comprehend that it may be the 
salvation of a free people. We think of military 
ability as a quality made up of the willingness and 
courage of citizenship. We fail to understand that 
it is solely the product of training and discipline, 
of efficient willingness and intelligent courage. 

We are afraid of the phrase “ compulsory military 
education.” We are afraid to contemplate a 
change in government process which would take 
hundreds of thousands of young men and fit them 
for what they might be called upon to do. We are

Facts are agreeable as 
they support the predetermined verdict. 

Add to this theory of investigation the fact that 
the methods usually are used by men who wish 
more to have the inquiry come to something of value :

ofigreat public importance usually results in pub- | 
litity for persons rather than true publicity for 
facta,

They can 
stop any citizen in the streets and compel him 
to answer questions, even though they incrim- 
inate himself.

| ‘WOMEN’S WAGES. 

The resolution of the state board of administra- 
tion to pay its women employés on the same basis 
as the men attendants is thoroughly sound econom- 
ics from the American point of view. But it breaks 
a tradition, and would probably meet with stub- 
born opposition if applied to the world ,at large. 
Somehow or other the male employer has success- 
fully associated woman with lower wages, just 
as he has associated her with talkativeness and u 
panichy mind. s. 

However, if better wages are not only to be 
protected but encouraged for men because of their 
healthful effects on the national life, the same argu- 
ments apply to women. They have definitely taken 
their places in the industrial work of the country, 
and if they are to be subjected to the same 
pleasures or rigors of the battle they should also 
enjoy the same protections that society has con- 
sidered necessary for the traditional workers. To 
deny these millions of women a proportional return 
on the.r contribution just because they are women 
is illogical and unfair. It is oo argument to say 
that the woman does not always have the responsi- 
bilities of a family or that she is simply not 
worth as much.

HE food provided by nature for 
young animals is rich in lysin. Milk, 
butter and eggs are especially rich 
in thie substance. The baby foods 
are poor in lysin. Generally speak- 

ing, they are poor in fats and proteins 
and rich in sugars and modified starches. 
Therefore, babies fed on infant foods are 
found to be fat and poly, but their flesh 
is not firm, their bones and muscles do 
not develop well, and they are easily in- 
fected, they get scurvy, and they are 
usually weak until, grown and a little 
older, they begin to eat from the table, 
wherefrom some of thelr growth defi- 
ciencies are overcome. 

Knowing these facts, the baby doctors 
condemned indiscriminately all baby 
foods. But the keeping quality of the 
baby foods was not a quality which the 
babies of the poor could afford to do with- 
out. A group of investigators is at work 
now to discover just how to correct the 
shortcomings of baby foods. 


> 
Miss Wheeler has done valuable work 
along this line. She is going through the 
list of baby foode and working out com- 
binations which will contain enough lysin 
for growth. For instance, she finds that 
Mellen's Food, 93 per cent, and casein, 7 
per cent. are sufficient to repair the waste 
in a young animal, but not enough to 
cause growth.

I MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

R. BERNARDINO MACHADO, 

who on Friday last was elected 

president of the republic of Portu- 

gal by an overwhelming majority, 

will be remembered at Washington 

as Portuguese minister plenipotentiary to 

the United States fifteen years ago under 

the name of the Marquis de Santo Thyrso, 

the title bestowed upon him not by the 
Portuguese crown but by the vatican. 

He wag recalled owing to his having 
made a premature announcement of the 
death of President McKinley, which re- 
sulted in King Carlos’ sending messages 
of condolence to the United States gov- 
ernment five days prior to the actual 
demise of the president. 
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Unlike nearly all the other republican 
Statesmen in Portugal, who are politi- 
clans of the carpet bag order, and who are 
dependent upon office and upon graft 
for a living, President Machado is a man 
of great wealth—that is to say, for a 
Portuguese, his fortune being estimated 
at considerably over $5,000,000. 

He received the greater part of his edu- 
cation in England, and, while his cousin 
and namesake was governor for a time 
of the Portuguese colony of Goa, in India, 
his brother, Gen. Machado, was admin- 
istrator of the Portuguese possessions in 
East Africa and creator of the port of 
Beira, where he endeavored to rule ac- 
cording to English rather than Portu- 
guese methods of colonial government. 

President Machado spent some time 
with his brother, the general, in East Af- 
rica, and there learned to know and 
formed a warm friendship with Cecil 
Rhodes. 

After his retirement from the diplo- 
matic service of his country he became 
professor of philosophy and of interna- 
tional law at the ancient University of 
Coimbra, but was forced to retire owing 
to his espousal of the cause of certain 
undergraduates who had become involved 
in a conflict with the crown. Indeed, pro- 
ceedings were instituted against him by 
the government on charges of treason. 
But they were quickly dropped, it is said, 
at the personal instance of the late King 
Carlos.

President Machado is rated as a pro- 
nounced Anglophile, as strongly adverse 
to Germany, and is a short man of about 
@ with white hair, white pointed beard, 
and dark eyes. 

He is also father of a tribe of no less 
than fourteen pleasant looking children, 
not one of whom, however, can be aaid to 
have inherited his good looks or distin- 
guished appeatance. 

After the dethronement of King Manuel 
Senhor Machado was minister of foreign 
affairs in the cabinet formed by the pro- 
visional government, and in the following 
year was a candidate for the presidency 
and was defeated. Thereupon he became 
minister to Brazil, and last year held the 
premiership for about ten months. 

His election has givefi great satisfac- 
tion in Paris and in London, for he is re- 
garded not only as a statesman in the 
best sense of the word, with admintstra- 
tive experience and a knowledge of for- 
eign politics, but also as a man possessed 
with a sense of responsibility and with 
large property interests at stake.

If the kaiser is removing Gen. von Bis- 
sing from the post of governor general 
of Belgium with headquarters at Brus- 
sels, it is largely because he is, like so 
many Prussians, utterly deficient in the 
sense of humor and has in consequence 
thereof become a subject of constant 
ridicule by the people of Brussels, who 
are extremely fond of jokes at the ex- 
pense of others, especially when these

Thus, when the inhabitants of Brussels 
learned that Italy had joined in the war 
on the aide of the powers of the quadruple 
entente against Germany, they all of 
them started wearing little Italian flags 
or bits of ribbon showing the Italian col- 
ors, fastened to the buttonhole. 

At once Gen. von Bissing issued a de- 
cree prohibiting the wearing of the Ital- 
jan colors in Brussels. The colors van- 
ished, as if by enchantment. But on the 
following day every Brusselite, man, 
woman, and child, appeared in the streets 
wearing a bit of macaroni. 

Gen. von Bissing could not very well? is- 
sue an edict against the donning of maca- 
roni and was therefore obliged te submit 
to this amusing defiance of his wishes. 

Then, again, on the morning of Aug. 4 
last all the people of Brussels appeared 


coats, jackets, blouses, etc., in commemo- 
ration of the now historic remark of the 
German chancellor on Aug. 4, 1914, to 
the effect that the International treaties 
guaranteeing the neutrality of Belgium 
were mere “ scraps of paper.“ 

However, the climax has been reached 
owing to the storm which he has aroused 
in Brussels by the threat to remove the 
Premier Citizen of Brussels and to 
carry it off into Germany. 


— 

The premier citizen is not a human be- 
ing, but a statue. Hundreds of years ago 
the title f Premier Citizen of Brussels 
was conferred by the municipality of the 
Belgian metropolis on the so-called mani- 
kin, an exquisite bronze figure, a little 
over two feet in height, of a small boy, 
which surmounts a fountain. It repre- 
sents the only son of a former Duke of 
Brabant, who escaped from his father’s 
palace in but a single garment and was 
found two days later by courtiers in the 
childlike but strangely’ unconventional 
attitude in which he is represented in 
bronze. 

The statue, which fe familiar to every 
tourist from this side of the Atlantic who 
has ever visited Brussels is one of the 
most famous works of art of the sculp- 
tor Duquesney, and has been the recipient 
of all sorts of honors. Thus, the sov- 
ereign elector of Bavaria in the seven- 
teenth century presented him—for the 
personal pronoun is always used when 
referring to this statue—with an entire 
wardrobe and established a fund for the 
maintenance of a couple of servants, who 
were intrusted with the duty of taking 
care of the manikin's clothes and of 
dressing him therein on all holidays and 
festivals. 

Louis XV. of France even went a step 
further and in 1747 created him a knight 
of the Order of St. Louis, besides bestow- 
ing upon him other honors, and present- 
ing him with a complete court dress, a 
sword, wig, three cornered hat, and all, 
such as were worn by the nobles of the 
court of Versailles in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. : 

In 1818 the manikin mysteriously dis- 
appeared and was only recovered at the 
end of several months, when it was 
proved to have been stolen by an ex-con- 
viet of the name of Lyons. He was re- 
stored to his pedestal amid pubMc rejoic- 
ings, the entire city being {lluminated and 
salutes being fired by the troops. 

Finalty in 1882 the city fathers of Brus- 
sels solemnly voted him the rank of lieu- 
tenant of the Civic guard and furnished 
him with the uniform of that corps, in 
which he is decked out on holidays and 
local festivais, the breast of the coat be- 
ing adorned with the cross of the Order

Two years ago this month an IIlinols 
farmer—a man who had previously been 
a renter—broke some unimproved land 
and commenced the work that resulted 
in the building of Cedarville. This man 
was soon joined by other settlers. Nearly 
all of them had been renters in Illinois, 
Indiana, or Iowa. Having the common 
interests of ploneers, they banded to- 
gether, and out of this grew a community 
purpose to overcome some of the difficul- 
ties and undesirable features of farm life 
in the communities they came from. The 
main road through the settlement became 
“Tilinole street. A cross road became 
“Towa street.” A “ Cedarville Improve- 
ment society was formed as soon as the 
schoolhouse was bullt. The township in 
which they were located was wei ter- 
ritory. The next spring it was voted 
“dry,” being the first territory in Mar!i- 
nette county to be voted “dry” in the 
history of the county. Cedarville was 
given the credit for the campeign which 
won the dry decision. 

Today Cedarville has about 100 homes, 
a store, poetoffice, station on the main 
tine of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Faul railroad, and a potato warehouse 
with a capacity of 50,000 bushels. Graded 
and registered dairy herds are being de- 
veloped on every farm. The frequent 
meetings of the improvement society, 
which includes every one im the settle- 
ment, have been the meane of building 
this ideal settlement. The young people of 
the town meet in social affairs several 
evenings each week, Fourth of July was
